The most generally received opinion among 
philosophers, we believe, is that they are frag 
mentary matter—the result, perhaps, of the 
wreck of worlds—which thickly cluster in large 
tracts of space. When the earth dashes through 
one of these wreck-fields, then we have a night 
of meteors. Sometimes, the attraction of the 
earth is sufficient to draw stray meteors to its 
surface; at other times they swiftly glance 
through the extreme limits of our atmosphere, 
while generally they are far beyond it.

A bill has becn introduced into the Legislature 
of Michigan, providing “that any qualified 
teacher may establish a private school, within 
any district, and upon presenting « certificate 
of the namber of children taught by him, may 
draw his proportion of the public moneys.” 
This measure is said to have the advocacy of 
the Bishop of Pittsburg, in this State, and of 
Archbishop Hughes, in New York. 

That the course of stedy in our Public 
Sehools generally, is favorable to Protestant. 
ism, and adverse to Catholiciem, we think very 
probeble. For, taking the department of his- 
tory, Protestant English and American authors 
cannot but write in « spirit unfavorable to that 
Charch which has so often stood as a barrier 
between the world, and the dissemination of ip- 
tellectual light, and political and spiritual liber- 
ty. And it is only natural that the ministers of 
the Catholic Church should not like this—as to 
their people, the intelligent portion of them, we 
are inclined to believe that they object very lit- 
the to it, believing that the Protestant historians 
are much more than balf right. 

As to the plan now being discussed in Michi- 
gan, and favored by Archbishop Hughes, we 
have not yet considered it sufficiently, either to 
advocate or oppose it. We are in favor of the 
rights of conscience; we would not coerce any 
man into the profession of a different religious 
belief; we hold that not ouly Catholics, but Mor- 
mons, Shakers, and Chinese, should be allowed 
to cherish to the full extent their respective reli- 
gious creeds. But when it comes to an appro- 
priation of money by the State, to be devoted 
to the teaching of the saintly character and pro- 
phetic mission of Joe Smith, or the sinfulness 
of marriage as revealed by “Sister Ann,” or 
the beauty and efficacy of idol-worship as prac 
ticed in the “ flowery country,”’ really at first 
view, this seems to be asking « little too much 
of s community essentially Christian and Pro. 
testant. And yet, if we take the step desired 
by Archbishop Hughes and others of the Ca- 
tholic Clergy, does it not open a door to « State 
gratuity to every form of religious belief, how- 
ever absurd and mischievous?
